Miss Colcord was born in Boston, Mass., 
on December 24, 1872. When she was five 
years of age her father retired from business 
and moved to Dover, Mass., where she 
attended the public schools and later the 
Needham High School, but she prepared for 
college at the Cambridge School for Girls, 
Cambridge, Mass. She is a graduate of 
Radcliffe College, A.B. 1895, and of the 
New York State Library School. She is a 
member of the Phi Beta Kappa. After 
completing her library course she was for a 
year assistant cataloger at the State Uni- 
versity of Iowa Library and for the year 
following assistant librarian in charge of 
that library, leaving it in 1904 to become 
librarian of the Bureau of Entomology, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. This 
position she held until her retirement in 
1942. Under the direction of Miss Claribel 
R. Barnett, ably assisted by Miss Emma B. 


Hawks, the Library of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture had become the largest 
agricultural library in the world. The 
collection on entomology, as one of its 
branches, was outstanding. When Mr. 
Nathan Banks left the Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy in 1915 to join the staff of Harvard 
University Miss Colcord, in addition to her 
duties as librarian, took over the project 
he had so long maintained — the compila- 
tion of the Index to American Economic 
Entomology. This was continued under 
her direction for over twenty-five years. 
It has for years been a cooperative project of 
the Bureau of Entomology, the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture Library and the 
American Association of Economic Entomol- 
ogists by which it is now published. It is — 
considered an indispensable tool for eco- 
nomic entomologists throughout the world. 

Miss Colcord is a fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
an active member of the American Asso- 
ciation of Economic Entomologists, a mem- 
ber of the American Library Association, the 
District of Columbia Library Association 
(vice president, 1935), the Entomological 
Society of Washington, the Bibliographical 
Society of America, the Agricultural History 
Society and the American Association of 
University Women. 

A former member of her staff has said that 
Miss Colcord has to an unusual degree that 
blend of information, dogged perseverance, 
imagination and detective ability which 
make a fine reference worker. When other 
people had looked ‘‘everywhere” she could 
always think of one more place to try or 
another angle of approach to the subject. 
To Miss Colcord her work was not just a 
task to be done but an integral part of her 
life to which she always brought a cooper- 
ative spirit and a rare quality of devoted 
service enlivened by ‘an irrepressible sense 
of humor. Her “‘infinite variety” is a con- 
stant source of delight and those who know 
her will also recall ready, active sympathy 
when sorrow or trouble came to them.

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GEORGE ALFRED HENTY 
A Bibliographical Study of Henty and His Writings for Boys 


By Louis Corrin 


George Alfred Henty has a good claim to be called the leader in his field, throughout the last half of Queen 
Victoria’s reign. When he was in his teens, there was an utter dearth of worthwhile tales for boys’ reading, a 
condition he labored successfully for thirty years to overcome, so that when he died his chosen type of literature 
was voluminous and varied, with his own productions far outstripping others. His books sold up into the 
millions and their quality appeal was demonstrated from the first by the prices at which they were published. 
Seventy-seven came out from 1870 to after his death in 1902; all originally appeared at five to six shillings in 
England, and $1.20 to $2.00 in this country, and were many times reprinted, including even translations into 
French and Spanish. When he died, on his yacht, in which he spent half his time at sea gathering material 
and local color, he was a wealthy man. 


Henty’s boys’ tales all have a serious side and a solid factual basis that raise them above mere amusing 
adventure stories. Their scope is far-reaching and may be divided into four categories: British history and life, 
colonial history, foreign history, and even a group with scenes laid on this side of the Atlantic, of which he could 
write with some knowledge, having a son who spent several years in our Far West among the cowboys. His 
other son distinguished himself in the Boer War, and Henty himself had exceptional qualifications through 
serving as a war correspondent for London dailies in nine wars, after participating as an officer in the Crimean 
campaign. Asa child he was delicate, but an energetic course of physical training, during which he boxed with 
many leading professionals, so changed his physique that in his prime he was said to be a match for four, in 
rough and tumble fighting. In his youth, as a Ceunaineir schoolboy, and even during the year when his 
health forced him to interrupt his studies at Cambridge, he must have been struck by the almost complete lack 
of literature in the field he afterwards covered so thoroughly with his own writings. He had only Marryat and 
Cooper, individual books such as Robinson Crusoe, the Swiss Family Robinson, Sanford and Merton, Tom 
Cringle’s Log, our own Dana’s Two Years Before the Mast, and, of course, such of Scott and Dickens as would 
appeal to a boy. 


In the subsequent development of this field, the gifted Frenchman, Jules Verne, produced some works 
that stand ——— to this day, but they were not many, and Henty’s remaining rival, the Irish-American 
Mayne Reid, fell far short both in quality and volume. None of the other contemporary boys’ writers, Ballan- 


—_ Kingston and, in this country, “Harry Castlemon”, ‘Oliver Optic’’ and Horatio Alger, Jr. rose above 
the level of amusing story writers, with little of permanent value in their work. The objective value of Henty’s 
books for boys is substantial and extensive. 


BRITISH HISTORY AND LIFE 


The twenty-five devoted to English life and history carry the reader from the Roman Conquest through 
the Crimean War. It must be admitted that a boy will profit by substituting “Ivanhoe” and “The White 


Company” for Henty’s corresponding volumes, but, otherwise, reading his books is almost the equivalent of an 
elementary course in English history.

Henty’s faults and limitations are not inconsiderable. He makes perha 
from his own novels, of a plot against the hero to gain his inheritance and he repeatedly introduces the hero 
to his patron by a brilliant rescue. Some of his earlier historical books have a little too much history for the 
patience of the normal boy reader and a few have two heroes, a device appealing to a more childish mind than 
that of the majority of boys. He is not free from the natural insularity and prejudices of his birth and training. 
For instance, the greatness of the character of Washington is never fully admitted, nor is the weakness of his 
adversaries, although in quite another place (Tiger of Mysore, p. 175) he stigmatizes Cornwallis’ surrender as 
“the greatest disaster that ever befell a British Army.’’ Nevertheless, his purpose to do justice to all sides is 
always apparent and generally successful, and there is not one of his tales that does not leave a boy, or a man 
with something of the boy left in him, better off for having read it. 

Henty also wrote eleven rather unsuccessful novels and four non-fiction works, as well as at least ten books 


containing only his own short stories, besides many individual items in other volumes. These are merely 
listed below.
